TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
NEATH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Jones  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  195b. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  year  1956 
is  41,350. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  589  live  births  during  the  year,  made  up  of  306  males  and  283 
females,  this  giving  a birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  14.24.  This  is  a 
slightly  higher  rate  than  last  year. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  for  the  year  was  29.65  per  thousand  live  and  still  births. 

DEATHS. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1956  was  11.37  Per  thousand  of  the  population,  a fall  of 
1.2  per  thousand  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1955. 

The  Deaths  were  made  up  of  280  males  and  190  females.  Sixty-one  per  cent 
•of  the  deaths  were  in  the  age  groups  65  years  and  upwards. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  Systems  accounted  for  238  deaths, 
and  Cancer  in  its  various  forms  was  the  cause  of  death  in  71  cases.  It  should  be 
noted  that  of  the  nine  cases  dying  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  eight  were  in  males 
and  one  female. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  1 have  to  report  that  during  the  year  no  deaths 
occurred  in  mothers  as  a result  of  childbirth. 

Now  that  the  mortality  rate  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum,  it  is  only 
right  that  our  focus  of  attention  should  be  directed  not  only  to  keeping  it  at  this 
level,  but  also  to  concentrate  on  the  morbidity  which  may  follow  upon  childbirth. 
I say  this  because  the  attendances  at  our  post  natal  clinics  are  poor;  once  the  baby 
has  arrived  mothers  seem  to  forget  that  it  is  highly  important  that  they  should 
attend  these  clinics  for  a further  examination. 

Another  aspect  of  our  ante  natal  clinics  is  the  stress  which  we  lay  upon 
Health  Education.  The  younger  mothers  are  enthusiastic  and  attend  regularly. 
These  lectures  are  given  bv  the  Medical  Officer  and  Nursing  Staff.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  an  element  of  fear  and  anxiety  exists  in  the  mind  of  most  expectant 
mothers.  These  lectures  and  talks  help  to  allay  them,  and  I have  no  doubt  that 
they  do  benefit  the  mother  during  the  ante  natal  period  and  also  during  the  actual 
■childbirth. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Out  of  the  589  babies  who  were  bom  alive  during  the  year,  17  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  1 year.  Twelve  of  them  died  within  four  weeks  of  birth.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  29.  This  is  a great  improvement  on  the 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  40,  which  was  recorded  last  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  fear  of  the  old  Infectious  Diseases  such  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  has,  to  a great  extent,  disappeared.  In  Scarlet 
Fever  the  disease  as  we  now  lind  it,  is  so  mild  that  it  can  be  nursed  at  home, 
provided  that  the  housing  and  family  conditions  permit.  Furthermore,  with  the 
introduction  of  Antibiotics,  the  danger  of  complications  has  been  reduced  very 
considerably.  But  the  same  cannot  be  said  to  the  same  extent  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough.  Both  are  very  dangerous  diseases  in  the  very  young,  and  every 
parent  should  have  his  child  protected  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria. 
The  disappearance  of  Diphtheria  is  solely  due  to  the  immunization  against  it  which 
lias  been  carried  out  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  Infectious  Disease  that  parents 
dread  mostly  nowadays  is  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  They  dread  it  because  of  its 
crippling  effect  on  the  young. 

In  May  of  this  year  a vaccine  was  distributed  to  Local  Authorities  for  the 
protection  of  children  in  the  age  groups  1947-1954.  A few  weeks  prior  to  the 
distribution,  parents  were  asked  to  register  their  children  if  they  desired  them  to  be 
innoculated  against  Poliomyelitis.  The  response  was  not  too  good.  The  Public 
had  memories  of  the  unfortunate  incident  which  had  occurred  in  the  LJnited  States 
of  America,  following  the  administration  of  the  Salk  Vaccine.  The  conflicting 
comments  and  advice  which  appeared  in  the  Press  at  the  time  further  helped  to 
confuse  many  parents.  In  the  Neath  Division  forms  of  consent  were  received  for 
4,223  children.  Up  to  the  present,  2,762  children  have  received  two  injections, 
892  have  received  one  injection  and  526  were  still  awaiting  their  first  injection. 
It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  appointments  were  made  for  322  children 
out  of  the  526,  but  for  reasons  such  as  illness  or  removal  from  the  district,  failed 
to  keep  the  appointment  made. 

In  January  1957,  a further  opportunity  was  given  to  parents  to  register  their 
children  born  between  1947-1954  and  another  age  group  was  added,  namely, 
children  born  in  the  years  1955  and  1956.  Of  the  former  groups,  a further  2,111 
consent  forms  were  received,  but  of  the  latter  groups  onlv  642  parents  signified 
their  desire  to  have  their  children  protected. 

The  vaccine  is  received  from  the  Ministry  at  irregular  intervals  after  under- 
going stringent  tests,  and  the  amount  of  vaccine  delivered  to  the  districts  depends 
on  the  number  of  children  registered  and  the  amount  of  vaccine  available  for 
distribution. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Twenty-six  cases  were  notified  to  the  Department  during  the  vear.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

MEASLES. 

Sixtv-four  cases  were  notified  in  1956.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

No  case  notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Fifteen  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Two  cases  were  notified.  Both  were  of  the  Paralytic  type. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during-  the  year.  Twenty- 
seven  of  these  were  of  the  Pulmonary  type  and  two  were  non-pulmonary.  Last  year 
this  area  became  a Designated  Area  for  the  sale  of  milk.  This  means  that  only 
Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilized  Milk  can  be  sold  to  the  public.  It  is 
hoped  that  before  very  long  such  conditions  as  Tuberculosis  of  the  Brain  and  Joints 
will  become  as  rare  as  Diphtheria  is  at  the  present  time.  The  farmers  are  being 
encouraged  by  the  Ministry  and  are  indeed  co-operating  well  in  seeing  that  their 
herds  are  Tuberculin  Tested  at  regular  intervals. 

HOUSING. 

No  Annual  Report  would  be  complete  without  some  reference  to  one  of  the 
most  important  aspects  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

During  the  year,  a further  177  houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

The  Council  is  now  the  Landlord  of  a vast  estate  and  of  necessity  the 
responsibilities  which  must  accompany  such  an  undertaking  are  very  great. 

The  Department,  through  its  Senior  Sanitary  luspector,  is  concerned  chiefly 
with  the  applications  for  Council  Houses,  assessing  these  and  allocating  “Points” 
according  the  the  Council’s  Scheme.  The  Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  has  the 
unenviable  task  of  allocating  the  houses  to  the  applicants  according  to  their  number 
of  “Points.”  This  is  so  because  there  are  so  many  applicants  for  comparatively 
few  houses.  The  parochial  system  for  the  building  and  the  allocation  of  houses 
which  the  Council  adopted  as  their  policy  many  years  ago  in  order  to  maintain  the 
individuality  of  the  villages  in  this  area,  still  prevails. 

As  usual,  I have  included  some  statistics  of  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee.  These  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Council  and  especially  to  those 
members  who  are  also  members  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  1 should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement.  To  thank  the  Clerk,  Engineer  and 
Treasurer.  To  Mr.  Stanford,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  his  staff; 
to  Mr.  Davies,  the  Chief  Clerk,  and  Miss  Eirwen  Owen  for  the  loyal  co-operation 
during  the  year.
